The decition of the provinci*! (ovcromenl to 
ibuidon collection of the meal Ui wu quite up to 
expectation. We doubt if any attempt will be made 
to have the coottitutionalily of thi* import reviewed 
in a higher court following the judgment of a Vaacou- 
ver maghtrate that the province hat no power to im- 
pote thit charge on the vendor! of mcalt. Thit it a 
tleeping dog which thould be left to lie; otherwite 
he might aroute an entire kennel of somnolent taxation 
caninet, such, for example at the gasoline collie and 
the wage tax Alsatian shepherd, one of which hat no 
constitutional status, while the legal position of the 
other it very doubtful. There it good reason to be¬ 
lieve that if the meal lax it appealed the other charges 
will be contested. 

Provincial governments have no power to impose 
indirect taxation, an^ the sooner they recognize this 
elementary fact the hctller for themselves. The blitt- 
ful theory that the public can be taxed to the limit 
of its taxable resources it a broken reed, for anybody 
can question the constitutionality of a statute. The 
gasoline tax is tolerated simply because the public 
knows that if the province does not resort to this 
reservoir of revenue the Dominion will, but it would 
be well for the provincial authorities to bear in mind 
that there it a very definite limit to the measure in 
which they can levy charges upon the public. Iicident- 
ally, this ought to be a comforting thought to the tax¬ 
payers who are tired of paying for two million dollars* 
worth of road machinery which was never needed, not 
to speak of other forms of governmental extravagance.

at the Anscliluu~iinion by annexation—a movement 
which, of course, is dear to the heart of Chancellor 
Hitler. Rather than accede to Austria's r^uctl— 
presuming the report that it has been made it true— 
It would seem to be the duly of Great Britain. France, 
nnd Italy to tell the German dictator in Icmit which 
he would not be able to mistake that he must behave 
bimtelf. 

There have been reports that Germany it re¬ 
aming on a large scale,'that she is manufacturmg 
eccrctly great quantities of machine guns, tanks, and 
fighting aircraft It is understood that Great Britain 
and France are ananging to make an investigation 
to tee whether the Treaty of Versailles in this con¬ 
nection it being violated. What truth there it in 
these reports it it impossible to judge. 

We get an impartial view of what he describes 
as the war-like conditions in Europe, however, from 
Mr. Henry Morgenihau, former United States am¬ 
bassador to Turkey and a delegate to the recent 
World Economic Conference in London. He puts 
it bluntly and says that "all Europe it ready for war." 
He makes the statement that the policies of Chancellor 
Hitler, if successful, will work for a general war, 
and if these policies are unsuccessful, civil war will 
result within that nation and' spread over the 
European contineol. 

Perhaps Mr. Morgenthau is somewhat pettimitlic: 
but there are deTmile indicaliont that trouble is brew¬ 
ing and will become serious if it it not checked. 
This it where Great Britain, France, and Italy 
should come in—assuming that the Hitler govern¬ 
ment's signature on the Four-Power-Pact means 
nothing more than a signature. If they are determined 
that there shall be no more wan in Elurope for ten 
years, their course with Hiller, if his outpourings 
are not mere bilge, should be plam. 

At far at the British Empire is concerned, an¬ 
other war it wanted about at much at bubonic 
plague. In human life the last conflict cost this 
astocialioo of countries no fewer than 1,104,690 
men and women. Of there a total of 517,771 have 
BO known graves, while 587,119 pre bqiied in 15,- 
705 cemeteries scattered throughout 108 countries, 
itiandt and prolecloralet of the world. There 
figures are furnished in the thirteenth annual report 
of the Imperial War Graves Commission, just 
published. 

The British Empire enlisted 9,296,691 men and 
women in the navy, the army, the air force and subsidi¬ 
ary combatant and administrative services from 
August, 1914, to November, 1918. 

Canada's total enlisimenit in the Canadian Ex¬ 
peditionary Force were 619,636, or 25.2 per cent of 
the male population between the ages of eighteen and 
forty-five. Of there, 51,743 were killed in action 
6,767 died from disease, and there were 1,006 other 
deaths. Nearly I 70,000 Canadians were wounded. 
Those who served outside Canada number 424,589 
im. There figure^ speak for ihemrelvet.
